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Donelson F. Hoopes, instrumental in arranging the exhibit THE PRIVATE 
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WORLD OF JOHN SINGER SARGENT, and curator a& The Corcoran Gallery of Art^ will 

provide an introduction to the Sargent esdiibition in a lecture at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art, Wednesday, July 8 at 8:15 p.m. The exhibition, circulated by the 
Corcoran Gallery, will be shown at the Museum July 7 through August 16. 

Mr. Hoopes, with the help of color slides of works not in the exhibit, 
will use his lecture to further explain the theme developed in his catalog to the 
show. He wants to reveal Sargent, one of the most richly talented of American 
artists, not through the commissioned portraits for which he was so well known, 
but through the shapes and colors of his private world: the landscapes, the 
genre scenes and the portraits of his family and close friends. Mr. H. W. Williams, 
Jr,, Director of the Corcoran Gallery, states in the forward to the catalog: ”... We 
have attempted to treat in fgll an important aspect of his career which has 
heretofore received only secondary attention (and at the same time) we hope to 
have pointed the way for a critical re-evaluation of Sargent's contribution (to 
American art).” 
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
